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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed 1 1 April 2007 have 
been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

In re page 2, Applicant's Representative states: "the bar 305a represents the remaining available storage and not the total storage 
capacity of the recorder." 

The Examiner agrees with this statement, but claim 7 reads: "the total time period for which recording is possible." This is not inherently 
the same as "the total storage capacity of the recorder." 

In re page 3, Applicant's Representative states: "it is unclear how the bar 305a is 'switchable' between a display screen of the remaining 
recordable time display means and a display screen of the running time display means..." 

The Examiner notes that the recitation of the claim merely states that the screens themselves are switchable, not that there is a function to 
switch between the screens. 

In re page 4, Applicant's Representative states: "if multiple streams are recorded, the user can recognize the running time of the selected 
stream without confusing it with the running time of another stream. Browne, Kikuchi, and Kawai either individually, or in combination, fail 
to disclose or suggest this feature of claims 9 and 23." 

The Examiner respectfully disagrees for reasons presented above. 

In re page 5, Applicant's Representative states: "there is no disclosure or suggestion in Browne regarding the location of he setup page 
300" 

The Examiner respectfully disagrees for the reasons cited in the Office Action dated 1 3 December 2006. The movement of the windows 
with the use of a menu bar clearly and explicitly meet the limitations of a location setup screen. 
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
